THE KING’S APPEAL FOR

HE APPEAL OF KING GEORGE which came to us on 
Friday last gave us a good idea as to the seriousness of 
the present conflict. “More men and yet more men are want- 
ed to keep my armies in the field and, through them, to secure 
victory and an “enduring peace” were the words used by 
Britian’s monarch, The King pointed out that this was a 
yrave moment in the struggle and asked men of all classes to 
come forward voluntarily and do their part. 

But with such alaxity of recruiting in England and with 
guch a-cry for men, why is it that recruits from Canada, who 
linve been in training for many months past and who bave 
been ready to dotheir sharein the trenches, are not trans- 
ported totheir untimate destination? Thisis the question 
thatis being asked atthis time. It is a question also that is

Pipes.—See that the lengths of 
stovepipe are well fitted together, free 
from rust heles and parted seams, 
wired firmly and fitted perfectly into

should examine the stovepipes in the 
attic. They may’ come apart or rust.

Chimneys.—Chimneys should be 
built from the ground up, and never 
rest on wood supports. The settling 
of the woodwork will cause cracks in 


mortar are often responsible tor de- 
fects in the chimney. Usé a good 
quality of prick and cement mortar., 
Chimney walls-should be at least eight 
inches thick, the flue of ample size 
and lined with fire clay or terra cotta. 


| Never stuff up the flue holes with rags! roots and shellfish 


or paper, nor cover them with any- | 

thing but a metal stock. Chimneys 

should be cleaned frequently. 
Furnaces.—Protect all woodwork

Examine the pipe frequently for rust 
holes or other defects.. Keep them 
free from dust, fi and spider webs,

Ov -rheating.—Beware of overheat- 
ing stoves, boilers, furnaces and pipes.
